Mrs. Colby dropped in to 
remark what a relief it had been to 
have Tom come back and sort of take 
charge of the ranch work which had 
been too heavy for her to look after 
since Mr. Colby died four years ago. 
She told us her mountain lion story 
anil then excused herself. 

"You men can just sit here and tell 
all the lies you want to, but I’m going 
to bed, and you needn't think I m 
going to get up and get breakfast for 
you in the morning.” But the twinkle 
in her eyes told us we could just en¬ 
joy it for one of her good jokes and 
not worry about breakfast. 

Indian Relics 

Tom Clark and Jay Randall talked 
about Indian relics and diggings along 
the north side of the range till my 
head began to nod and I seemed to 
see Redskins perched on every tree 
and rock. There must have been mil¬ 
lions of ’em—or was it the beads ami 
arrowheads, mortars and grinding 
rocks, which they had found at vari¬ 
ous Indian burying grounds? But 
those things would fill a book of their 
own. 

Few races have disappeared so 
quickly, leaving so many relics anil 
yet so little legible history as the 
Digger Indians. It is the more 
strange, considering that their relics 
show there were some very cunning 
articifers among them. I dreamed of 
one grinding corn to make mush for 
breakfast, in one of the fine stupe 
metates Tom has placed out in front 
of the ranch dining room.

Citrus growers and all water users 
will be interested to learn of the soil 
moisture meeting to be held next 
Tuesday at 10 a. m., on the Charles 
Brooks Ranch, East Central avenue. 
The meeting will be held under the 
auspices of the Farm Bureau and Uni¬ 
versity Extension Service. Proper ir¬ 
rigation methods have an important 
bearing on water expense and conser¬ 
vation, and it is hoped by C. J. I’eg- 
ler, local representative of the bureau, 
that there will be a good attendance 
; to hear the experts who will speak. 

The rational use of irrigation water 
in connection with citrus orchards is 
more and more demanding the atten¬ 
tion of citrus growers. This is es¬ 
pecially true in sections where the 
water supply is becoming limited be¬ 
cause of increased plantings. In order 
to discuss the proper use of irrigation 
water and methods of determining the 
moisture conditions underground the 
; Agricultural Extension Service in co¬ 
operation with the Citrus Growers De¬ 
partment of the Los Angeles County 
Farm Bureau will hold a series of field 
meetings on irrigation and soil mois¬ 
ture problems throughout the citrus 
i districts of the county.

The 
Farm Bureau recommends that the 
early molters, the intermediate molt- 
ers and the late molters be grouped, 
given an enforced vacation and corre¬ 
spondingly proper diet for two 
months. At the end of this time an 
egg producing diet is to be given and 
the hens forced in every way, includ¬ 
ing the use of electric lights early in 
the morning and late at night to in¬ 
crease their working day. 

Picking the Layers 
The Cornell Agricultural College 
people have shown that they can pick 
the best layers by physical examina¬ 
tion, without the use of trap nests. 
Trap nesting with a very large flock 
is almost impossible.

William Mulholland, builder of the 
Los Angeles aqueduct and everywhere 
recognized as one of America’s great¬ 
est engineers, indorses the water and 
power act. All up and down the state, 
even in Los Angeles, it is being whis¬ 
pered about by power corporation 
agents, “Bill Mulholland is against the 
act.” His stand on this issue is set 
forth in the following statement made 
by him to me: 

“I am unreservedly for the Califor¬ 
nia water and power act. It is prac- j 
tical and workable. It will not bring 
upon us a burden of taxation.

and of the state. But generation of 
power is concentrated at certain spots, 
If we turn that function over to a few 
corporations operating for profits 
alone and controlled from New York 
or Chicago, we are putting a brake on 
all individualistic efforts in agricul¬ 
ture and manufactures. To do the op¬ 
posite and establish public ownership 
of that public utility is just as far 
from communism as can be. Private 
monopoly of our water power tends to 
impede and destroy individualism in 
all phases of production; public own¬ 
ership protects and promotes that in¬ 
dividualism. 

“The Water and Power Act will 
work. It will have to run the gaunt¬ 
let that every good thing in govern¬ 
ment must run. Strong, venal 


ity of that river can imagine the 
point in infinite time when it will 
cease to flow. »- 

“That electrical energy latent in our 
mountains and along the Colorado 
river is the heritage of all of us—not 
of just those of us who are rich and 
happen to be in the power corpora¬ 
tion game. All of our poor, men and 
women not able to buy stocks of the 
power corporations, are joint heirs 
with us in this vast body of potential 
wealth. 

Water Our Trust 

“It’s a pity that people are so lack¬ 
ing in intelligent understanding of 
this matter that we must argue the 
proposal to give away something that 
has such great value, to deprive our¬ 
selves of its fullest benefits and to 
I put a harness on po ferity. It ought 
I to he made impossible by constitution- 
j al act to tfive it away. 

“Uur wrnership of this great natur¬ 
al resource, the water power is a 
trust. We ate custodians for poster- 


trical power in 


men 

exist in every community and always 
will, and public opinion must be kept 
alert to curb them. It is not so much 
the law that counts as its operation. 
The Ten Commandments are perfect 
law, but crime and criminals still live, 
The Water and Power Act will be as 
successful in operation as public in¬ 
terest commands. If the people of the 
state take the practical view and pub¬ 
lic opinion demands practical results, 
we shall have them, and I am confi¬ 
dent they will. At first there may be 
a rush of local claims for develop¬ 
ment of unfeasible or unimportant 
projects, but after that first pulling 
and hauling we shall settle down to 
u businesslike frame of mind and pro¬ 
ceed to develop the most feasible pro¬ 
jects, to supply the most pressing de¬ 
mands for water and power.
